And whereas , on subsequent hearing the 
Hon ble Supreme Court extended the stay till 
further order and ordered that the matter be heard 
by a larger Bench ; 


And whereas , that the duration ofban of 2 years 
from the date of notification conferred by 
sub - section ( 1 ) of Section (6 ) of Unlawful Activities 
( Prevention ) Act, 1967 will cease on 6th February , 
2010 ; 


( f) SIT, Hyderabad registered a case against 

seven accused activists of SIMI for conspi 
racy to wage war against the country . They 
had plans to organize a training camp in 
Anantagiri Hills Forest Range in RR Distt. 


And whereas, the Central Government is of the 
opinion that without prejudice to its contentions 
before the Hon ble Supreme Court , in abundant 
caution , it is necessary to exercise its powers under 
Section 3 of the Act ; 


( g ) Between February , 2008 and August, 2008 , 

SIMI activists were arrested in Sehore , 
Bhopal, Rajgarh and Indore districts for 
carrying on illegal organizational activities. 


(h ) Between February, 2008 and September, 

2008 , SIMI activists were arrested in 
Gopalpuram and Saidabad in Hyderabad for 
carrying on illegal organizational activities. 


And whereas, the Central Government is of the 
opinion based , inter alia , on the following grounds 
that SIMI is believed to be indulging in the 
activities which are prejudicial to the integrity and 
security of the country : 
( a ) In case bearing Crime No. 120/08 , March 27 , 

2008 , in PS Pithampur, Dhar, Madhya 
Pradesh , 13 absconding hardcore SIMI 
activits including Safdar Hussain Nagori 
were arrested alongwith firearms and 
objectionable literature , training books of 
SIMI with the aim to cause explosions in 
different places ; 


( i) Five SIMI activists were arrested on 

20-10-2009 by ATS Bhopal from Indore for 
unlawful activities. A Case Cr. No. 5/2009 
has been registered by ATS , Bhopal u / s 
3,10,13 of UAP Act , 1969, and 153 ( A ) 
153 ( B ) IPC 


(j) Based on the revelations of the activists 

arrested from Indore on October 20 , 2009, 
fourmore SIMI activists , were arrested from 
Jabalpur on 4-11-2009 by ATS , Bhopal. A 
case Cr. No. 6/2009 has been registered 
u / s 3,10,13 of UAP Act, 1969, and 153 ( A ) 
153( B ) 120 ( B ) of IPC . 


(b ) On May 13 , 2008 , there were a series of 

blasts in Jaipur, in which 68 persons were 
killed and 150 were injured and a case has 
been registered by Police; 


( c ) On July 26 , 2008 , Ahmedabad city was 

rocked by a series of 23 blasts at 18 different 
places , including two car bomb blasts at 
two hospital sites , resulting in the death of 
57 persons and injuries to over 160 persons. 
Ahmedabad city police arrested 18 SIMI 
activits for these blasts . Eighteen cases have 
been registered by Police against these 
activits; 


(k ) A criminal case was registered against SIMI 

activists for their involvement in terrorist 
activities vide Cr. No. 14/2008 under 
Sections 120 ( B ), 121, 121 ( A ), 122 , 124 ( A ), 
153 ( A ) ( 1 ) ( B ), 153 ( B ) ( 1 ) ( A ) of 1PC , under 
Section 10 , 11 and 13 of unlawful Activities 
(Prevention ) Act , 1967, and Sections 3 , 4 , 
and 5 of Explosives Substances Act ofGokul 
Road Police Station Hubli City . 
A total 18 SIMI activists have been made 
accused in the case . 


(d ) On September 13 , 2008 , there were several 

blasts in different localities in Delhi, in which 
24 persons were killed and 146 were injured . 
The Delhi Police arrested 12 accused for 
these blasts out of those three accused 
belong to SIMI. Delhi Police have registered 
5 cases against 12 accused including these 
three ; 


(1) On 24th April, 2009 one accused person of 

SIMI has been convicted for 5 years RI and 
fine of Rs. 1,000 by Tis Hazari Court who 
was arrested with explosive material by 
Special Cell , of Delhi Police on 25th 
January , 2007. 
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( m ) An appeal filed in Delhi High Court against 

the conviction of 4 accused of SIMI on 9th 
July , 2007 by Lower Court for 10 years RI 
and fine of Rs. 50,000 each in I/ d 6 months 
u / s 121/ 121A / 122 IPC , RI, 7 years under 
Section 4 of ES Act , fine 25,000 I / d 3 months 
RI, 5 years u / s 5 ES Act, 5 fine 25,000 , was 
disposed of on 28th July , 2008 .

The following award passed by the Industrial 
Tribunal- cum - Labour Court- II, at Panaji -Goa on 
17-03-2010 in reference No. IT / 66 /07 is hereby 


2. On receipt of the reference , a case was 
registered under No. IT /66 /07 and registered A / D 
notice was issued to the parties . In pursuance to 
the said notice , the parties put in their appearance . 
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correct . He stated that after the termination of his 
services , he raised an Industrial Dispute before the 
Assistant Labour Commissioner, Mapusa -Goa 
demanding immediate reinstatement with full back 
wages, which ended in failure . He stated that he 
is presently unemployed and does not have any 
source of income, he therefore prayed that he may 
be reinstated in the services of the Employer with 
full back wages and continuity in services and the 
termination of his services be held as illegal, 
unjustified and bad in law . 


The Workman / Party I ( for short Workman ) filed 
his statement of claim on 17-08-2009 at Exhibit 10 . 
The facts of the case in brief as pleaded by the 
Workman are that the Employer /Party II (for short 
" Employer” ) is a starred resort which caters to 
the needs of Indian and Foreign Tourists by 
providing them room services and restaurant 
facilities by charging certain tariffs . He stated that 
the Employer employs many Workmen to cater to 
the needs of these tourists . He stated that he was 
employed by the Employer at their hotel at Arpora , 
Baga , Bardez -Goa. He stated that he was issued 
an Attendance Card for marking the presence of 
the Workmen . He stated that the said Attendance 
Card was kept at the Security Office at the 
entrance of the gate . He stated that all the 
workmen including himself were required to sign 
this Attendance Card by putting time entry and 
signature . He stated that the said attendance card 
was subsequently handed over to the Personnel 
Department and is retained in the custody of the 
Personnel Department . He stated that he worked 
with the Employer continuously without any break 
in services from the date of appointment till the 
date ofhis illegal termination of services . He stated 
that he was called by the Employer and handed 
over to him a back dated letter, wherein it was 
mentioned that " his contracts stands extended " . 
He stated that the said letter was prepared by the 
Personnel Department by putting the name of the 
Workman . He stated that he refused to sign the 
said letter, however his signature was obtained 
under force . He stated that he informed the 
Personnel Manager that he has worked many 
years continuously and the Management should 
confirm him in services. He stated that at this 
juncture , the Personnel Manager informed him that 
if he does not sign the said letter, his services 
would be abruptly terminated . He stated that 
accordingly he did not sign the above referred 
letter for the reason stated above , at which the 
Personnel Manager informed him that if he does 
not sign the letter, his services stands terminated . 
He stated that after terminating his services , the 
Management recruited many new workmen in his 
place . He stated that the termination of his services 
is illegal, unjustified and bad in law as it is in 
contravention of Sec . 25 - F of the Industrial Disputes 
Act , 1947. He stated that after termination of his 
services he made many efforts to meet the 
Personnel Manager, but all his efforts were turned 
down . He stated that he thereafter received a 
registered A / D letter from the Personnel Manager 
stating that a cheque has been enclosed towards 
his full and final settlement. He stated that the 
amount mentioned in the said cheque is not 


6. Thereafter the case was fixed for filing the 
written statement of the Employer Company on 
03-09-2009 . The Ld . Adv., Shri M. S. Bandodkar 
appearing for the Employer Company sought time 
to file the written statement on 03-09-2009 and 
subsequently on 14-09-2009 and case was 
adjourned to 05-10-2009. On 05-10-2009, the 
Ld . Adv. , Shri Suhas Naik appearing for the 
Workman as well as the Ld . Adv., Shri M. S. 
Bandodkar appearing for the Employer jointly 
submitted that the matter is likely to be settled 
amicably between the parties . Accordingly , they 
have settled the matter amicably between the 
parties and filed the terms of settlement 
on 17-03-2010 at Exb . 11 and submitted that an 
award be passed in terms of said amicable 
settlement. 


I have carefully perused the said terms of 
settlements at Exb . 11 and I am of the opinion that 
the said terms of settlement are beneficial to both 
the parties . It also helps in keeping peaceful 
harmonious industrial relations between the 
parties and hence I pass the following order : 


ORDER 


1. It is agreed between the parties that the 
Management of M / s .

2. On receipt of the reference , a case was 
registered under No. LC -II/IT / 14 / 09 and registered 
A / D notice was issued to the parties . In pursuance 
to the said notice , the Workman / Party I put in his 
appearance. The Employer/ Party II was duly 
served through bailiff attached to this Court , 
however they failed to appear on 26-11-2009 and 
on subsequent scheduled dates of hearings , hence 
the Employer /Party II (for short Employer ) was 
marked as ex -parte . The Workman / Party I (for short 
Workman ) , filed his statement of claim on 
11-12-2009 at Exhibit 4. The facts of the case in 
brief as pleaded by the Workman are that he was 
appointed as “ Security Supervisor ” by the 
Employer Company w.e.f. 01-03-2004 vide their 
letter dated 29-02-2009 and was working at 
M / s. M. V. Caravela , Panaji-Goa. He stated that the 
Employer Company confirmed him in service w.e.f. 
01-03-2005 vide their letter dated 28-02-2005 . He 
stated that he was rewarded with increase 
in salary of Rs. 1,000 /- p . m . by the Employer 
Company due to exemplary performance and 
continued support and dedication of service 
vide their letter dated 27-02-2006 . He stated that 
he was again rewarded with increase in salary of 
Rs. 2,000 / - p . m . w.e.f. 01-09-2007 due to excellent 
performance and dedication vide their letter dated 
31-08-2007. He stated that he was promoted as a 
" Senior Security Supervisor” w.e.f. 01-04-2008 due 
to continued dedication and high level of efficiency 
with an increase in salary of Rs. 3,650/ - vide their 
letter dated 31-03-2007 . He stated that his total 
salary was Rs. 16,000 / - p.m. He stated that the

REASONS: 


Employer Company vide their letter dated 
16-01-2008 extended medical as well as LTA 
facility to the extent of Rs. 3,000 / - p . a . He stated 
that surprisingly the Casino Manager of 
M / s. Advani Pleasure Cruise Co. Pvt . Ltd., issued 
an Order of termination dated 01-04-09 terminating 
his services illegally without any reasons or 
justifications and without following the principles 
of natural justice. He stated that being aggrieved 
by the order of termination ; he raised an Industrial 
Dispute before the Labour Commissioner, 
Panaji-Goa on 13-04-2009 , which ended in failure 
after recording its minutes of conciliation and 
failure report. He contended that his order of 
termination is illegal, unjustified and against the 
principles of natural justice . He contended that the 
said order of termination was issued by the Casino 
Manager, who is not his appointing authority and 
hence the termination order is illegal, null and void . 
He contended that the Employer has not followed 
the provisions of law before issuing the said 
termination order. He submitted that his legal dues 
were not paid to him at the time of termination of 
his services . He therefore prayed that his order of 
termination dated 01-04-2009 be set aside as it is 
illegal, null and void and the Employer Company 
be directed to reinstate him with continuity in 
service and full back wages . 

3. Though the Employer Company has been 
duly served with summons of this Hon ble Court 
through bailiff attached to this Court, the Employer 
Company failed to appear before this Hon ble 
Court on the scheduled dates of hearing and 
consequently failed to resist the present claim 
statement filed by the Workman . 

4. Based on the pleadings filed by the 
Workman , this Court framed the following issues 
on 20-10-2010 at Exhibit 6 . 


6. Issue No. 1 : It is the Party I who has 
approached this Hon ble Court with a prayer to 
set aside the termination order dated 01-04-2009 
issued by the Employer Company and direct the 
Employer Company to reinstate him in their 
services with continuity in services and full back 
wages. Therefore , in order to claim any relief from 
this Hon ble Court , it is imperative on the Party I 
to prove that this Court has jurisdiction to set aside 
his order of termination dated 01-04-2009 issued 
by the Employer Company. In other words, the 
Party I is entitled to claim any relief from this 
Hon ble Court only if he satisfies the Court that he 
is a " Workman " as defined u / s 2 ( s ) of the I. D. Act, 
1947 since the provisions of the Industrial Disputes 
Act , 1947 are applicable only to the “Workman " as 
defined u / s 2 (s ) of the said Act. Hence , this Hon ble 
Court had framed the existing Issue No. 1.

Industrial Disputes Act , 1947 ? 


It is well settled law that whether a person is a 
"Workman " or not has to be determined based on 
the principle nature of his duties performed by him 
before the termination of his services, irrespective 
of his designation . The Party I has also examined 
himself as his sole witness to prove his case . The 
Party I has however failed to state the nature of 
his duties in his entire evidence which he was 
performing at the time of termination of his 
services w.e.f. 01-04-2009 by the Employer 
Company. The Party I however in his evidence 
stated that he was working as Senior Security 
Officer ” and his gross salary for January and 
February, 2009 was Rs. 16,017 / - and Rs. 15,087 / 
respectively 


2. Whether the Workman /Party I proves that 

he was employed with the Employer / Party II 
w.e.f 01-03-2004 continuously till the date 
of his termination w.e.f. 01-04-2009 ? 


3. Whether the Workman / Party I proves that 

the action of the Employer / Party II in 
terminating his services w.e.f. 01-04-2009 is 
illegal and unjustified ? 


4. Whether the Workman /Party I proves that 

the Casino Manager was not competent to 
issue him the order of termination ? 


Since the evidence on record laid by the Party I 
indicates that the Party I failed to state his pri 
mary and predominant nature of duties performed 
by him at the time of termination of his services 
w.e.f. 01-04-2009. It is held that the Party I failed 
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to prove that he is a “ Workman " as defined u / s 
2 ( s ) of the I. D. Act , 1947. 


7. Issue No. 2 : It is the contention of the Party I 
that he was appointed as a Security Supervisor 
by the Employer Company w.e.f. 01-03-2004 and 
he continued to work with the Employer Company 
till the date of termination order issued to him by 
the Employer Company w.e.f. 01-04-2009 . 


While discussing the Issue No. 1 hereinabove , I 
have already discussed and come to the conclu 
sion that the Party I failed to prove that he is a 
"Workman " as defined u / s 2 ( s ) of the I. D. Act, 
1947. The said Issue No. 1 is one of the primary 
issue which goes to the very root of jurisdiction of 
this Hon ble Court . Since , the Party I failed to prove 
that he is a “ Workman " as defined u / s 2 ( s ) of the 
I. D. Act, 1947 , this Court has no jurisdiction to 
decide the legality and justifiability of the action 
of the Employer Company in terminating the 
services of the Party I w.e.f. 01-04-2009 and conse 
quently to grant any relief. Consequently , this 
Hon ble Court cannot grant any relief to the 
Party I as claimed as it has no jurisdiction . 

In view of the above discussions and with 
regards to the facts and circumstances of the 
case I proceed to pass the following order: 


ORDER 


The Party I in support of his aforesaid pleadings 
laid oral as well as documentary evidence on 
record by examining himself as his sole witness . 
The said oral as well as documentary evidence on 
record clearly indicates that the Party I was 
appointed as Security Supervisor w.e.f. 01-03-2004 
and subsequently confirmed in their services w.e.f. 
01-03-2005 . Further the evidence on record 
indicates that he was given the salary increment 
by the Employer Company vide their letter dated 
27-02-2006 , letter dated 31-08-2007 and letter dated 
31-03-2008 . The oral as well as documentary 
evidence on record further indicates that the 
Party I was promoted as Senior Security 
Supervisor w.e.f. 01-01-2008 and extended reim 
bursement of LTA & Medical facility w.e.f. 
01-01-2008. The aforesaid oral as well as documen 
tary evidence on record clearly indicates that 
the Party I was in the services of the Employer 
Company from his initial appointment as 
" Security Supervisor” w.e.f. 01-03-2004 continu 
ously till the date of his termination w.e.f. 
01-04-2009. Hence it is held that the Party I was 
employed with the Employer Company w.e.f. 
01-03-2004 continuously till the date of his 
termination w.e.f. 01-04-2009. 


1. The Workman / Party I, Shri Jalal Mohammed 

Shaikh having failed to prove that he is a 
“ Workman " within the meaning of Section 
2 ( s ) of the I. D. Act , 1947, this Court lacks 
jurisdiction to decide " Whether the action of 
the Management of M / s. Advani Pleasure 
Cruise Co. Pvt . Ltd., Panaji in terminating the 
services of Shri Jalal Mohammed Shaikh , 
Security Supervisor , w.e.f. 01-04-2009 is legal 
and justified . The Workman / Party I, Shri Jalal 
Mohammed Shaikh is not entitled to any 
relief from this Court .
